JERSEYVILLE— When Bowser,

During the death battle, the two 
animals had apparently drowned 
together in the vicious struggle in

obtained. 


From the shallow depths near 
the edge the battle extended far­ 
ther from shore until a greater 
depth was reached sufficient to 
drown the two adversaries.

Four male students were taken 
to the police station, after which a 
crowd of male students estimated 
at 200 or more moved on foot to 
the city hall where, according to 
police, some demanded that the 
four students inside be released. 


Two students, Daniel Currie and 
Larry Kirby, were 
booked 
on 
charges 
of 
disorderly 
conduct, 
posted $25 cash bail, and were re­ 
leased. 
Two other students were 
released without charges 
being 
brought against them. 


Police said the disorders that 
swept over the campus subsided 
after college officials and police 
officers appealed to them to dis­ 
perse. 


The demonstration was said by 
some who witnessed it to be the 
result of a new dating policy adopt­ 
ed for women students. 


Dean of Men Richard Nesmith, 
who acted as spokesman for the 
college, said Friday morning the 
college does not have a policy on 
dating., but encourages social life 
among both men and women stu 
dents. 


"This was largely an outbreak of 
"springitis”, 
Dean Nesmith 
de­ 
clared. 
“The m atter was taken 
up by the Student Council 
this 
morning, and will be dealt with 
through the regular channels.” 


The Dean of Men said the dem­ 
onstration 
occurred 
after 
two 
groups of men had been serenad­ 
ing, and a group of women stu­ 
dents was walking across the cam­ 
pus. 


Calls for police assistance were 
received to the campus at 12:09 
a.m. and 1:13 a.m.
